home as they reached Three Riv- 
ers, Mich.

France Cuts Value 


of Franc; British 
Pound Undisturbed 


French Action Taken De- 


spite 
International 


Opposition Sunday 


London, Jan. 26—(AP)—Sir 


Stafford 
Cripps declared 
today 


Britain does not contemplate de- 
valuing the pound despite French 
action in cutting the value of the 
franc. 


"We do not believe that this 


will be rendered necessary or ad- 
visable," the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer advised the House of Com- 
mons. Earlier government securi- 
ties had dipped on the stock ex- 
change, reflecting investors' fears 
that France's action will damage 
the pound sterling. 


Any lowering of the pound's 


value would mean that Britain 
would have to put up more pounds 
for purchases abroad. That would 
imperil the Labor government's 
entire 
recovery 
program. 
It 


sought vainly last week to have 
France temper her devaluation. 


France had overriden objections 


of both Britain and the interna- 
tional monetary fund in revaluing 
her money. The devaluation gave 
French manufacturers a chance to 
cut their prices as much as one- 
half m world markets and conse- 
quently threatened British mar- 
kets abroad. 


Sir Stafford did not disclose 


what steps would be taken to pro- 
tect the pound.

Sir Stafford 
pointed out that 


Britain is responsible to the whole 
of the sterling area for measures 
to be taken. 


"We piust, therefore, maintain 


our freedom to take any action 
which may be found necessary." he 
asserted.

They now will get many 
more francs for their dollars than 
they have been getting. 


Up to midnight, the franc was

They will trade 
half their dollars at the 214-1 rate

Churchill Backs Bevin's 


Plan for Western 


Europe Bloc

tive party, yesterday threw his 
powerful support behind Socialist 
Foreign Secretary Bevin's proposal 
for a consolidation of western Eu- 
ropean nations to block Commu- 
nist expansion westward, thereby 
Increasing hope of averting an- 
other world conflict, or at least 
postponing it. 


This project, as I see it. would 


ipso facto complement perfectly 
the Marshall plan for economic re- 
habilitation of western Europe. To 
use the language of the indepen- 
dent Paris newspaper Matin, the 
countries of this area would 'he 
united 
politically, 
economically 


an militarily." 


A Churchill Dream 


It is of course natural for Chur- 


cHill to back up Bevin's project, 
for the former long hae advotat- 
ed a United States of Europe, 
dream, of generations of peace- 
minded statesmen. The Conserva- 
tive leader spoke bluntly, and in 
dealing with the dangers of an- 
other war declared that the situa- 
tion had deteriorated, especially m 
the last six months. 


"I will only venture now to say," 


he continued, "that there seems 
to be a very real danger in going 
on drifting too long . . . It is idle 
to reason or arg\i« with Commu- 
nist*. It is. however, possible to 
deal with them on a realistic 
basis. . . . 


Attlee More Conservative 


"I believe it is right to say that 


th« best chance of avoiding war 
la an accord with the other west- 
ern democracies to bring- matters 
to a head with the Soviet govern- 
ment and by formal 
diplomatic 


processes, with all their privacy 
and gravity, to arrive at a lasting 
••tttement. Even this measure 
would not guar-ant** that war 
would not come, tmt I believe it 
would give the best chance of pre- 
venting it and, if it came, we 
would have the best chance of 
earning out of it alive." 


Socialist Prime Minister Atfelee, 


who followed Churchill in debate 
in the House of Common*, dealt 
with the proposal of a union of 
western European nations rather 
more conservatively. He counwled 
* careful approach to the idea, 
Miertingr that it should be done 
under the larger unity of the Unit- 
ed Nations. He said he didn't be- 
lieve war was imminent, but add- 
ed that "there is BO good shutting 
«ur *ye« to the possibility/'

Bevin's proposal thus far ha 


had war support from both France 
and Italy, and ha* been received 
favorably though cautiously by

Newspaper articles have indicated that there is considerable doubt 


ir. the minds of the supervisors as to whether they can finance the pur- 
chase of right of way for the proposed new state highway on State Aid 
Route 25, which is the River Road between Dixon and Sterling. The 
decision is, of course, up to them, but I would like to submit some fig- 
ures for their consideration. 


We estimate that the motor fuel tax which will have accumulated 


at Springfield to the credit of Lee county by next December 1st will 
be about S153,500. The contract and engineering costs of the federal 
secondary projects which Lee county has lined up, including the Scar- 
boro bridge, will require about $112.000 for Lee county's share in 1948. 
This includes allowances for extras or over-runs in the contracts. Of 
this amount, about $60.500 has already been paid on the contracts, or 
turned over to the county for the engineering costs. This leaves about 


• 551,500 still obligated. 


The total right of way costs on the proposed new road to Sterling 


•re estimated at about $72,000. Since the state is paying half, the 
county one-quarter and the townships one-quarter, the county's share 
is about 518,000. Palmyra township's share Is about $12,000. The 
county board on June 10, 1947. appropriated $25,000 for this purpose. 


The county board has adopted resolutions for putting a bituminous 


surface on the new road east of 111. 26 near Walton, and on the road 
from U. S. 51 west to a point south of Ashton. These jobs, with en- 
gineering costs connected with them, would use up all the motor fuel 
tax available to next December 1st. 


I was surprised when the resolutions came in recently for M.F.T. 


projects in the southwest part of the county, which would require over 
560,000. I realize that the Lee county board has adopted a plan of 
rotating the motor fuel tax improvements between different parts of 
the county and that'it is difficult to upset a plan once agreed upon 
and started. I would rather remind the board, however, that the fed- 
eral appropriation for secondary roads sets up a new set of circum-

The federal and state governments are spending, roughly, $246.000 


in Lee county under this new policy. This money has to be spent on 
federal secondary roads and could not therefore be entirely fitted into 
the county's program for improving their state aid system. 
It will 


all be spent on that system, however. It would seem that the spending 
of this federal and state money on the county roads would be an in- 
ducement to the board to go along with the state in securing the right 
of way for the state's expensive project west of Dixon, even though it 
might mean shoving the county's regular program back one year. 


I believe everyone will agree thai the old road between Dixon and 


Sterling is hazardous to modern traffic. There is no question that 
the right of way costs in modernizing it would be far higher than on 
the proposed new location. Improving the alternate location will also 
take another road off the hands of local authorities. 


I hope, therefore, that the board will authorize its committee and 


the county superintendent of highways to proceed with the securing of 
the right of way on the River road and will reserve sufficient funds 
to pay for it.

Yet war seems to be the only 
thing that will make Americans 
work together as Mr. Baruch says 
they now must work together to 
assure world peace. 


In wartime, common danger be- 


gets common, all-out effort. The 
government functions, not per- 
fectly—for that is 
impossible— 


but with reasonable speed. People 
are willing, as Mr. Baruch says 
they must again be willing, to 
"contribute what is required in 
moderation, self-restraint and, if 
necessary, sacrifice." 


War wastes money and mate- 


rial and property, as well as lives. 
Its prosecution demands a more 
authoritarian head of government 
than a democratic people would 
tolerate in time of peace. 
Yet 


war calls forth in all of us some 
commendable traits of unity, in- 
dustry, charity and straight think- 
ing.

Those traits would be particu- 


larly welcome in 
the 
collective 


mind 
of 
Congress today. 
The 


members are now called upon to 
decide whether there ia to be a 
bloodless battle for peace in Europe 
and, if there is to be one, to plan 
Its strategy. 
Thia task 
needs 


statesmanship that resembles our 
wartime generalship. 


Planning, integration and pro- 


duction—those were 
the 
three 


problems that had to be solved at 
home before our troops could win 
battles on distant fields. 
Those 


are the three problems which must 
be solved at home again before 
the bloodless battle can be won 
in Europe.' 


Mr. Baruch did the Foreign Re- 


lations Committee and the Con- 
gress and the country a great 
service when he presented those 
prolems in their proper perspec- 
tive. .

We do not say that 
a program of European aid can- 
not be carried out

loom off Times Square a small 
m<ui wearing dark glasses sat 
talking of a dead man of mysteiy, 
one ot the fabulous adventurers 
of modern times.

Earl Albert Selle, an old China 
hand who is slowly 
recovering 


from a siege of blindness caused 
by a Japanese bullet in Shanghai.

William Henry Donald—the fa-

Australian who for four decades 
was a power in the uncompleted 
task of building a republican gov- 
ernment m the vast land where 
live more than a fifth of the 
world's people.

He was a big, strange, quietly 


blunt man who came to China as 
a newspapeiman and conceived 
eaily his lifelong passion to see the 
sprawling 
country 
become 
a 


modem democratic state 


Thr young reporter traveled far 
far enough to become a legend- 


ary figure in the land of the 
lotus 
He began as an advisor 


to a viceioy in the coirupt Manchu 
regime, switched to the revolu- 
tionary banner of Dr Sun Yat-Sen, 
the idealistic "father of modern 
China " directed artillery fire that 
batteied in the gates of Nanking, 
and became the advisor of Chiang 
Kai-Shek and Madame Chiang
